THE LEECH RIVPR SCHEME, 


We learn from our exchanges that the miners 
of Leech River have isid @ scheme before the 
public of Victoria, which, if duly carried out, 
promises to benefit both parties. It is estimated 
that there is ground on that river which will pay 
from $2 to $5°per day, and sufficiently extensive 
to employ from 500 to 1000 men for three or 
four years, All that is required in order to | 
make the ground available is ‘the construction | 
of a ditch three or four miles in length. This 
work, estimated” to cost between $8,000 and 
$9,000, the miners are not. able ta undertake 
alone ; bat. they propose to. give heir_labor, 
asking the people of Victoria to farnish the 
necessary provisions, the ditch when completed 
to become the property of those who furtish sup- 
plies.. If the case be fairly stated, and if the 
ground turns out nearly as rich and extensive 
as it is estimated to be, the scheme will prove of 
very great advantage to Victoria, and might 
lead to something still more important. Unless | 
the. whole thing is @ mere ‘bubble, and Leech 
Rivera regular “sell” the traders and property 
owners of Victoria would be .little better than 
insane to decline such an offer. They are blow- 
ing about and investing in/schemes every season 
that will never do their Arade half the real good 
that they might reasonably expect from this one.
